BIG CROWD HEARS JUDGE. 


Princeton. Ky., Oct. 19.—[SpeciaJ.l— 
Aged and worn by^ the cares of life, 
but sill] young In spirit and all rrfyal 
to ihe party which they believe the 
best and with which they have fought 
many years, a line of men stood on 
the platform here to-day to disprove

Hager, the P#irnorat tc candidate for 
Governor, pulled int«. the- depot, and 
"when they uiught slghi of the Demo¬ 
cratic lealcr th.y gyve the old rebel 
yolL These men were rmong the thou¬ 
sands who wore the *ray and who 
fought for the South In the great war.

Wear the Gray. 


Many of them to-day wore their gray 
uniforms and every old Confederate in 
Caldwell county who oould possibly get 
to Princeton to-day was In the line.

county seat. 

Judge Hager and Congressman A. O. 
Stanley reached here shortly after noon 
to-day from Sturgis, wh re they spoke 
last night. They did not know that 
their welcome to Princeton would be so 
demonstrative, and both were almost 
taken off their feet by the reception. 
The depot platform was crowded with 
men and women. In a cle^r space stood 
some fifty veterans of the Confeder¬ 
acy In a straight line.

His appearance was 
greeted with ahouts end after he had 
been introduced he spoke for an hour 
and a half on the State Issues. He said 
he did not want to talk about national 
affairs now, as the Issues of this cam- [ 
paign are In the State and not In the 
nation.

James Whitcomb Riley, the poet. was. 
In his early days, a newspaper reporter. 
Therein may be a possible explanation 
of the fact that It was a newspaper 
"fake*’ that first won Riley national re¬ 
nown. pays the Denver News. 

For years he had been sendtng his 
poems to publishers, and the publishers 
had been returning them. Riley, who be¬ 
lieved in his poems, declared It was his | 
nonu at which publishers balked. No 

publisher, he often declared, would ac¬ 
cept a poem to which the prosaic name 
of J. W. Riley was attached. Ills friends 
scoffed at the theory and Riley act about 
to prove It. 

With the connivance of the editor of a 
small paper in Indiana the,story was 
given to the world that, on the flyleaf of 
a Lutln-Engllsh dictionary owned by the 
grandson of a tftvcrnkoeper in Virginia 
had been d.acovered a poem in the hand¬ 
writing of Edgar Allan Poe. a poem not 
heretofore published. The paper published 
on© of Riley's poems as the alleged prod¬ 
uct of Poe’s fervid Imagination. News¬ 
papers nil over the country reprinted the 
poem, critics declaring It. one of the bee< 
things ever given to the world by Poe s 
prolific pen. When the hoax was exposed 
people began to sit up and take notice of 
James Whitcomb Riley. 

The poem, which the critics sold had all 
the earmarks of Poe's genius, was en¬ 
titled **Leonalne," and has since been re¬ 
published among Riley's works. Follow¬ 
ing are the lines: 

Leonaine. angels named her; 

And they took the light 
Of the laughing stars and framed her 
In' a smile of white; 

And they made her hair of gloomy 
Midnight, and her eyes of bloomy 
Moonshine, and they brought her to me 
In the solemn night. 

In a solemn night of summer 
When my heart of gloom 
Blossomed up to meet the comer 
Like a rose in bloom; 

All forebodlugs that distressed me 
I forgot, as Joy caressed me— 

(Lying Joy! that caught and pressed 
me 

In the arms of doom!) 

Only spake the little llsper 
In the Angel-tongue; 

Yet I, listening, heard her whisper— 
"Songs* are only sung 
Here betow that they may grieve you- 
Tales but told you to deceive you— 

So must Leonaine leave you 
While her love is young."

Of the money captains of the earth 
there Is none more unique than Freder¬ 
ick Weyerhaeuser, practically the bosa 
of all the standing timber from the 
country of the great Uke» to the Pa¬ 
cific coast. Master of many millions— 
It has be*m said that h: Is richer than 
John D. poikefeller—he has. until re¬ 
cently, been able to escape the search¬ 
light of publicity, writes Henry Bar¬ 
rett Chamberlin In the Chicago Record- 
Herald During the last year because 
of the investigations Into the land 
grabs in the western country he has 
come considerably Into the public view* 
and his comings and goings have been 
favorite newspaper topics. 

Frederick Weyerhaeuser was born at 
Nddersaulhcim, in Southern Germany, 
November 2L 1834 Until he was 
eighteen years of age he worked in the 
vineyards nnd on his father’s farm. In 
1852 he was seized with the same desire 
which has actuated so many of his 
countrymen, the desire to live in Amer- 


bringlng his mother and sisters, and lo¬ 
cated In Erie. Pa., where he worked In 
a brewery. After four years' residence 
In Erie he decided that his fortune lay 
toward the setting sun and he conse¬ 
quently went to Rock Island. Ill., where 
he became acquainted with another 
German.

Weyerhaeuser and Denckman became 
close friends They were honest, 
thrifty and Industrious. They both 
worked in the same sawmill, and they 
were so obliging that the owners took 
un Interest in their affairs. Within six 
months Weyerhaeuser was the manager 
of the plant..

I beautifies a home, and beautifying It 
adds to the material value of the prop¬ 
erty. The family occupying such a 
borne Is better fitted for citizenship, Is 
more thoughtful for others, and will be 
the one always foremost In works for 
the betterment of all.

Crescent Hill Citizens In Line. 


Believing thst these principles were 
correct. that they would surely work 
out to advantage, a number of the cit¬

ing of a sue t is In the work d- nc c . 
Bayly avenue, where an a:>Hal 
street h«s hem put tfowtt. think* 1 rn 
either side by granitoid walks, so laid 
that a grass plot Is left between the 
curb and the walk and between ih3 
property line and the walk. All fence? 
arc being taken down and heJgvt 
planted. Two yards belonging to T. 
M. Gilmore have bten thrown Into one 
A’llh no fences back or front except the 
hedge. 

The change In the appearance of this 
strett is so striking that It Is cause 
of remark from all. Birch wood Is ab;o 
being improved along artistic lines. 
Eastover. a new subdivision Just being 
opened, fs one of the best examples 
or planning, and will be a monument 
to the builder.

Other 
prizes were given for hanging baskets, 
ferns and cut flowers. Part of the ex¬ 
ercises of this exhibition were talktf 
given by different people. Two of the 
bead talks were given by the Rev. R. 
L. McCready. rector of St Mark’s Ep s- 
opal church, and Miss Myrtle Sproulc. 
.he principal of the Crescent Hill 
School.

From Mr, McCready’s Viewpoint. 

The Rev. Mr. McCready’s address Is 
as follows: 

1 have been asked by the pres:dent of 
the Crescent Hill Improvement Club to 
tay a word this aftvnaon on thp relation 
KfX thr* work of the club, and iwirticulariy 
that of the Beautifying Committee. In Its 
.elation to tho moral and spiritual Im¬ 
provement of our community, und 1 do so 
with pleasure. 

It m.ght seem to some, 'thinking only 
superficially, that thete In llulo connec¬ 
tion between ttu* work of the club and the 
Kpltituai side of the Ufe of the people, 
but nothing could be further from the 
truth. If anyone consldcts the work of 
Improving and beautifying our hemes and 
the community ‘.n which we five a purely 
material undertaking, he is vastly mis¬ 
taken In the first place, we are learning 
trtpidly to-day that which revelation 
taught long ago. that our old theological 
and philosophical division between tho 
secular and the rel.glous*. tho material 
and the spiritual. Is a false and misleading 
distinction; a putting asunder by man ri 
those things which the Creator Himself 
has Joined together. That which wo In 
our blindness have called the material 
and the secular are but the outward wrap, 
cings and trapping*, that, while they 
conceal, also truly reveal the Immaterial 
and religious, the Invisible and the spirit¬ 
ual which lies behlnd-and an.mates and 
controls them all. 

When we teach our children to cart 
for urn! to cultivate the beautiful, we ate 
not teaching them to do a tiling wh ©h 
may sometime, somehow' lead to some¬ 
thing which has a mo al and spiritual 
value, but w© are teaching them to d? 
that which in and of Itself Is a moral- 
and spiritual action, for beauty Is one of 
the direct channels of the revelat.on of 
the Mort High Himself. What els* does 
the Psalmist mean when he cries. “The 
heavens declare the glory of God, and 
the firmament sboweth His hnndiwo k;“ 
or again, “l consider the works of Thy 
fingers, the moon und the stars which 
Thou hast ordained.” And shall not 
th*se flowers, these “Stars of earth.” as 
tha poet has called them, shall not they 
teach the same lessons ns the starry car¬ 
pet of th© sky? 

And a greater teacher than the Psalm¬ 
ist has exhorted: “Consider the lilies of 
th© field. how they grow.” And so we 
find that when God creates man to work 
out with His ho’.p his own sal vat on ujv.n 
earth, he places him ir. a garden, and 
w*c are not surprised to find that when we 
come to the pictures of the finished w-ork. 
it finds Its consummation In a garden 
likewise; with its river of water of life 
dear as crystal. Its many manner of 
fruits, and K* trees with leaves for ths 
hauling of ull nations. In teaching th© 
children then to cultivate and love nature, 
-fftid the beautiful, in the di ectes: way. 
w* teach them to find and to know the 
Creator of till nature, and all beauty; 
thtfl God whose dwelling place Is plct irccl 
to us a k the consummation of all that Is 
beautiful.

But to know und love the Creator Is 
only part of the duty of the creature. Ho 
niu*l love his fellow-im>n as well: nay. 
wo are imp* Hiring today the truth that 
men cannot know and love God ©eve as 
they toy© their fellows; and the* first les¬ 
son in this* greatest of all tejwvms te tak¬ 
ing in The home, the gift of God Tllmself, 
th© foundation cf all human society, the 
tKd'wcrk of our American clvirzatlorj and 
liberty, and our American Chrst.anity. 
Where oub children arc taught to make 
tbvir homes attractive they are taught 
then not only a patriotic but a religious 
truth as well. Let ue make our hemes 
the m j >et beautiful, th© most Joyful, th© 
gladdest, the moot attractive placer that 
w'© can. and we shall have g>ne fur to 
solve many of the most perplexing civic, 
moral and re-Ugious quest .one that to-day 
confront us as a people. Make home the

The United States of Europe. 

Sir Max Waochter advocates a feder¬ 
ation of the principal Powers of Eu¬ 
rope. It is proposed that they have a 
common tariff as against outsiders, a 
common foreign office, war office and 
naval office. Among themselves they 
phall have free trade or the nearest pos¬ 
sible approach th it. Their domestic 
concerns would, of course, be attended 
to by the several Powers. 

In this proposition there seems a 
disposition to Imitate the connection be¬ 
tween Austria and Hungary. These 
kingdoms are Independent except that 
they have a common tariff, war office 
and naval office. The Emperor of Aus¬ 
tria is King of Hungary, and has the 
supreme command of the mlHtary and 
naval forciy*. In like manner Sir Max 
Wacchtcr recommends that the for¬ 
eign office of the United States of Eu¬ 
rope should be In the hands of a per- 
inane.it conference, w*hlch would be au¬ 
thorized to delegate in war time the su¬ 
preme command of the military or na¬ 
val forces to a particular country or 
sovereign. 

This scheme Is one which is attended 
with numerous difficulties. It Is said 
to embody the Ideas of the late Lord 
Salisbury, of Great Britain, but Sir 
Max disclaims any expectation of pee¬ 
ing It adopted In our own day. The 
jealousies of the various rulers of Eu¬ 
ropean countrice, and of the people, 
would make it exceedingly difficult to 
establish any such federation. The 
matter of the tariff might not seem 
so hard to arrange, as all of the six 
principal countries, except Great Brit¬ 
ain, have protective laws. To come 
Into such federation, therefore. Gieat 
Bntain would have to submit to a 
waiver of the doctrine ef free trade, 
but the rest would ad Y ere to their tra¬ 
ditional policy as to the outside world. 
But the proposition that all the*e coun¬ 
tries should have free trade, or some¬ 
thing approaching It, among them¬ 
selves, would'be exceedingly unpalata¬ 
ble to many people in all of them. 
Various Interests In all of them desire 
to be protected egainat the products of 
the other countHez. A common tariff 
would mean that there should be no 
protection against any great commer¬ 
cial nation except the United States, 
and this would be exceedingly unpal¬ 
atable to protectionists in all the coun¬ 
ties proposed to be federated, Includ¬ 
ing Great Britain, many of whose peo¬ 
ple are ready to revert to the protec¬ 
tive system. 


of Europe is simply a beautif.il dream. 
The differences in their constitutions, 
their laws, their interests, the churac- 
te> of their people, their ideals are too 
great to bring such a project within 
the realm of the possible. That some 
of them entertain schemes for aggrand¬ 
izement at the expense of ihclr ne.gh- 
bors Is unquestionable. Even if this 
should be abandoned it would still be 
Impossible to agree upon any plan for 
federation. Every country would be 
ambitious to bo the leader, and would 
reject any plan which did not promise 
such a result. 

But If there should be a concert of the 
principal nations of Europe to form a 
federation on an agreed basis it is 
questionable that It would be a good 
thing. The interests of the many 
countries are so divergent, their V<ew4 
so diverse that the successful working 
of the scheme could hardly be counted 
on- It might be that it would lead to 
the reduction of the great armaments 
which now impose such a burden on 
all the countries of Europe. But this 
is problematical. So powerful a com¬ 
bination would probably immediately 
aspire to the conquest of the world und 
the armaments might be kept up for 
that purpose. Foreign w*ars might also 
be found necessary to stifle Internal 
dlssentlons, and this might not be ef¬ 
fectual for that purpose, but would 
probably lead to disintegration. 

All schemes of this sort are based 
upon the idea that they will be real¬ 
ized by an essential change in human 
nature. Kings and Emperors are ex¬ 
pected to have their ambitions, people 
to give up their prejudices, set fash¬ 
ions to be extinguished, and all man¬ 
kind to agree on what Is best for the 
general interest. Experience, however, 
teaches that human nature remains 
much the same, and that when It 
changes at all this change is very slow. 
Many ages, therefore, must elapse be¬ 
fore a scheme of this sort will be 
practicable, and then only if events io 
shape themselves as to favor It. Should 
the people of all Europe ever become 
homogeneous to a great degree such a 
plan might be carried out. but it is too 
much to expect that this will take 
place, if ever, for centuries to come.

countries for the most important and 
universally used of natural products. 


The Timber Famine. 

The United States Government ex¬ 
perts estimate that at the present rate 
of cutting the forests of this country 
wtH be wiped out by 1930. It seems 
difficult to impress upon the average 
mind the fact that there Is not wood 
enough left within our boundary lines 
to lost more than twenty-three years 
unless we increase the growth by pro¬ 
tecting forests. Under our unjust tariff 
system our markets are practically 
closed to lumber from Canada. The 
drain upon our own resources must 
continue to be heavier fro$n year to 
year, while the goose that lays the 
golden egg is being surely, and not 
slowly, killed! 

A Umber famine would mean tho 
greaxest national disaster In our his¬ 
tory. Navigation and water power, 
how suffering from the depletion of the 
forests, must fee! the effects of fur¬ 
ther reduction of timbered arena, and 
anything approaching the complete de¬ 
struction of the forests would mean the 
transformation of fertile lands into 
deserts. 

It is very easy for a Western poli¬ 
tician to Impose upon Ill-Informed 
audiences by declaring that the Gov¬ 
ernment has already tied up a forest 
area as large as the German Empire. 
The average auditor has never investi¬ 
gated the question of resources and 
consumption, and has no means of 
knowing whether the now standing 
forests grow annually enough cubic 
feet of timber to meet the drain upon 
the supply. It Is also easy for repre¬ 
sentatives from Western States to cre¬ 
ate the false impression that a Gov¬ 
ernment forest reserve prevents the de¬ 
velopment of the State in which it 
lies. A gTeat deal of educative litera¬ 
ture written to throw light upon tho 
necessity for forest protection Is pub¬ 
lished at Washington, but, unfortu¬ 
nately, it is not widely read, even by 
law makers. 

President Roosevelt will doubtless 
discuss the forest question fully and 
lucidly in hts next message to Con¬ 
gress. That part of his message should 
be reed by all who are interested in 
the price of lumber, and everyone is 
vitally Interested, since no one can live 
without being a consumer of forest 


Mr. Hughes’ Political Theories. 

In his address before the K‘publican 
Club in New York. Gov. Hughes ret 
forth some admirable theories concern¬ 
ing the relationship of the citizen to 
public office und of the public offioer 
to political activity. To those who 
think that the distinction and power 
of office are an irresistible attraction ho 
suggested that if they had been con- 
staryiy In hts c m. any during the past 
nine months they would have found 
quite a different view the more rea¬ 
sonable. Public offico is to him a tre¬ 
mendous burden rt r< s « nsibllUy and 
incessant toll, and at times It p csen s 
sl.uatlons and exaolLr.s that are pain¬ 
ful and lnto.er. ble. He might have 
added that no man In any other posl- 
tl n of life Is the ol jcct of such crltl- 
cl m some in s^just and frequ n 1y in 
just, as the.holder of pubic office. To 
accept—or to seek—an office of impor¬ 
tance s to Invite the attacks and pc se- 
cution of those who have ax.;s to grini 
in an opposite faction or party. It Is 
to give up peace and -quiet for abuse 
and worry. Many a man who thought 
himse f a respectable and honorab'e cit¬ 
izen has learned, by entering a scram¬ 
ble for office, things about himself that 
he hacl never dreamed existed. 

The Governor made this allusion to 
the relationship of public service and 
party politics: 

"It has been stated that I have not paid 
sufficient attention to those who are po¬ 
litically active and who bear the burden 
and heat of the day In political campaigns. 
It has been said that I regard political ac¬ 
tivity as a disqualification for public of¬ 
fice. Now, no cause can be udvanced 
without tjard work, and It must bo the ob¬ 
ject of zealous devotion. I esteem those 
who In an honorable manner work for the 
party. Political activity, by virtue of the 
experience and knowledge of affairs gained 
In It, so far from being a disqualification, 
may be a most important qualification for 
office. But 1 want that political activity 
to be of such a character as to leave a 
man free and Independent in the dignity 
of his manhood to perform the duties of 
office, if appointed, unembarrassed by Im¬ 
proper influences and unaffected by ob¬ 
ligations." 

In this Mr. Hughes draws a fine dis¬ 
tinction between pernicious partisan¬ 
ship and fair, conscientious and free 
party Interest. The best politics is that 
of faithful and able service In behalf 
of the whole people, who comprise all 
parties. Government is not for the 
benefit of one party, but for the public. 
Every person, whatever his party, is 
entitled to the blessings end protec’io*^ 
of the Government under which he 
lives. By his impartial attention to 
his duties and his Interpretation of his 
position as one serving citizens in gen¬ 
eral and not Republicans In particular. 
Mr. Hughes Is playing good party pol¬ 
itics, whether designedly or uncon¬ 
sciously. The Republican party in New 
York is stronger for his disinterested 
administrat on.

A study of the experi¬ 
ence of a suburban community not far 
from New* York will doubtless be of In- 
terest to all. the country over, who face 
similar problems. This city with a 
population of 60,000 is amply supplied 
with charitable and philanthropic or¬ 
ganizations. These have been faith¬ 
fully administered in the pa >t by their 
different boards and financed Independ¬ 
ently by the usual methods* but with 
the growth and the changing conditions 
of the community has come a corre¬ 
sponding Increase in their needs and a 
<orrespondhig necessity for more ef¬ 
ficient methods of support. The efforts 
of the various boards of management 
have been necessarily too much devot¬ 
ed to the question of raising money, 
wiiile the individual giver has felt the 
annoyance of constant appeals, which 
have c*tufed his gifts to aggreg&ie more 
In his imagination than in reality. 

It has been the belief of some of 
those actively* interested In the chari¬ 
table work of this community thait 
tbere was much duplication in giving 
and that the heaviest bunlen \ra« fall¬ 
ing upon a limited number of the more 
able and generous of the citizens. They 
have believed also in the feasibility of 
a plan by which all the societies could 
attack unitedly the financial side of 
their work. In the interest of economy 
of labor and efficiency in results. Such 
u plan has been successfully used for 
several years by the Jewish charities 
in a number of our large cities and it 
was desired to ascertain whetlier a 
scheme along similar lines could not 
be advantageously adopted in this 
smaller community.

Upon Investigation, ft has been found 
that the receipts of the various, organi¬ 
zations fall mainly Into four classes: 
First. the Income from invested funds; 
second, the earnings of some of the In¬ 
stitutions; third, direct contribution* 
from the public; fourth, proceeds of 
fairs and other entertainments. The 
income Included In tho first two classes 
his not come wRhin scope of the In¬ 
quiry. 

The third class constitutes the larged 
source of income. These contributors 
reach the treasuries of the societies 
without any great expense, but their 
collection depends larg ly upon ih> In- 
g nuity and p rs v, r nc** of managers 
of the different organizations and k? p 
the finance committees pretty constant¬ 
ly at work. 

The fourth Item does not enter Into 
the receipts of all the societies, but 
w'here It Is found, it constitutes an Im¬ 
portant part of their Income. The un¬ 
fortunate feature of tills class Is that 
the amounts sy»?-nt by those support'd? 
the various entertainments are subject 
to a large deduction for expenses and it 
sometimes happens that only a small 
proportion of the gross receipts reach 
the societies. The method seems 
economically wasteful and it is belLvel 
that the same amounts spent b.* those 


f 15 and over. The re¬ 
sult Shcrws th u out of 7,009 there have 
been 1,86 j coritifbutton* of £5 and over 
made by 1,035 persons, amounting In all 
to $33,189. Of these, 638 person* hive 
contributed to cue society, 193 to two. 
93 to three and so on in rapidly decreas-. 
Ing numbers, until at the end « ft the 
list two persona appeared as con- J 
tributlng to nine societies each, and 
none to- any greater number: that is. 
61 per cenr. contributed to only one 
society, about 90 per cent, have con¬ 
tributed to one. two' or three, and a 
little over 10 per cent, to more than i 
three. 

The total contributions of the 1,033 
persona amounting to $33,189 have been 
further analyzed by amounts. The tab¬ 
ulation has been divided Into two part?, 
containing respectively those who gave 
toss than $100 each and those w’ho gave 
SIQ0 or. more.v In the first group are 
865.persons contributing $15,461, and av¬ 
erage of $16 each, and in the second 
group seventy persons giving $17,728. an 
average of $253 each. In addition to the 
contributions of |5 and over there are 
receipts of $9,462. covering subscriptions; 
under $5, and including over 6.000 con-' 
trlbutions ol ten cents and upward. 

As the reports show* 63S persons con¬ 
tributing to only one society, and as 
there are also 400 single contributions 
of $5, it appears thai $5 is the measure 
of the support of these 400 to the fif¬ 
teen societies in question, except in so 
far as some may have given in addi¬ 
tion amounts of less than $5, below’ 
which limit th© tabulation has not been 
carried. 

It seems fair to conclude that thos? I 
contributing to the support of but one 
society seem to be actuated by some' 
special impulse or personal motive 1 
rather than by any broad principle of 
charity, and that by the awakening 
and stimulation of such a principle the 
increased support required by the grow¬ 
ing needs of the community must be 
found.

Systematic Giving. 

It Is to bo hoped that the cultivating 
of a habit of conscientious and syste- 
matic giving through some federated j 
plan will render unnecessary the use 
of entertainments for raising money. 
The purchasers of tickets are doubtless 
generally under the impression that 
they are giving to charity, but actually, 
to the extent to which they receive 
value for their expenditure, they are 
not. and it often happens that but a 
small part of the sum expended for 
tickets reaches the society after the ex¬ 
penses have been met. 

A friend of the writer had the fol¬ 
lowing experience with a semi-social 
entertainment for the benefit of a 
cltarlty where the net procyeds bore but 
a small proportion to the gross re¬ 
ceipts. In addition to the amount paid 
for- tickets he incurred a direct debt 
of over $80. Had he given the $80 out-* 
right, he would have been no poorer I 
and w’ould have had the satisfaction of j 
knowing that the full amount which 
came out of his pocket h td gone direct- i 
ly to support the institution, which 
w^ould have profited much more than 
from the same amount expended by 
those patronizing the entertainment. In 
all probability, had the time and labor 
been employed In direct appeal to those 
who not only bought tickets, but who • 
in many cases, spent .^evenil times as 
much in connection therewith, the net 
result Would have been much more 1

HIS OFFICIAL LETTER 

Dispatched By Moderator Roberts To 
All Presbyterian Churches. 

Tho Moderator of the General As¬ 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
the United States of America, the Rev. 
Dr. William H. Roberts, of Philadel¬ 
phia. has addressed an official letter to 
the ministers and congregations of the 
denomination, obeying a resolution of 
the General Assembly, passed at Its 
meeting In May. that he “Prepare and 
Issue a letter to the church calling at¬ 
tention to the proceeding* of the As¬ 
sembly, especially emphasizing such 
matters as In his Judgment might be 
well emphasized." The Assembly rec¬ 
ommended that the letter be read in all 
the churches. 

In his letter Dr. Roberts refers to the 
fact that a number of the members of 
the Cumberland Presbyterian Church 
have not accepted the reunion of that 
body with the Presbyterian Church, 
and says, “the conditions are In part 
such as to require the exerclsp of the 
graces of patience and charity.” He 
belltves that the chief causes of the 
difficulty are misunderstandings as to 
the terms of reunion and also as to the 
spirit of the reunited church. He be¬ 
lieves these misunderstandings to be to 
a large extent removable. 

Dr. Roberts directs the Presbyterian 
Church toward Us present opportuni¬ 
ties along several lines of endeavor. He 
calls^ipon It to further aid the Churches 
and institutions of San Francisco, and 
says that $200,000 is needed there. In 
addition to sums already contributed, 
to place Presbyterian work in proper 
condition. Conditions In foreign mis¬ 
sion lands are also referred to by the 
moderator, who says that doors are 
everyw here open to the miral mri<* 
Opportunities for home mission work in 
the West and Southwest are also re¬ 
ferred to. 

Speaking of federation and union 
plans among the denominations. Dr. 
Roberts places the emphasis upon th-;* 
former, for he says: “Organic union, 
with Christian denominations of Uko 
nature, while desirable, is not indispen¬ 
sable to large succeiw In Christian 
work.” but “divisions In the church 
which prevent co-operation are power¬ 
ful hindrances." At the clo?e of his let¬ 
ter Dr. Roberts calls upon all tho 
churches of the denomination to ob¬ 
serve thoJ*Week of Prayer,” January 5 


Modified Apportionment Plan 

The Presbyterian Church has adopted 
a modification of the apportionment 
plan for its missionary and benevolant 
offerings, and while It has not erected 
a system like that in the Episcopal 
Church, which notifies each congrega¬ 
tion the amount it should give for mis¬ 
sions. it tells the congregations the 
proportion of increase they should work 
for and the percentages of their total 
gifts that should go to the various 
agencies of the denomination. Pres¬ 
byterians have eight benevolent boards. 
Under the apportionment plan these 
are to receive, if churches follow the 


following ratios of the total offerings: 
Foreign missions, 33 per cent.; home 
missions. 31 per cent.; church erection. 
Sabbath-school work, freedmen. minis- 
terlal relief and colleges, each 6 per 
cent.; temperance. 1 per cent. 


Laymen’s Movements Multiplied. 
Laymen's movemeryt* are multiplying 
among the denominations, and there Is 
now hardly a religious body but has its 
Brother hood.” In most cases the or¬ 
ganizations are loose ones, so that the 
men's club of any church may be af¬ 
filiated with its denominational 
brotherhood, no matter what particular 
local work It Is engaged in. Church 
leaders find, however, that the clubs 
need to have very definite Work laid 
ourt for them if they are permanently to 
succeed. A popular cause, being taken 


up In mapy organizations, is churchy 
extension. The laymen make them¬ 
selves responsible for the support of 
mission churches, and In many eases 
they do personal work in the missions, 
conducting Sunday-schools, and church 
services. 

A Methodist Laymen's Association In 
the West has been at work for the 
betterment of the salaries of the minis¬ 
ters In Its conference, and has succeed¬ 
ed in raising them so that the total fig¬ 
ures for the conference for 1908 showed 
$7,000 paid to ministers more than In 
any previous year. This same organi¬ 
zation worked to see that the ministers* 
salaries were promptly paid when due. 
Another association of laymen raised 
$5v8D0 for the support of a college of its 
denomination, and still another under- i 
took the task of seeing to it that the of¬ 
ficial reports of the churches in its 
district were properly and promptly 
made to the denominational authorities. 


CIGAR DELAYS TRAIN.

P ORT TEWFIK, Oct 6.—Will the 
Panama canal pay? My Inves¬ 
tigations at Port Said and Sue® 
dhow that It will and that Uncle 
Sam will some day find It his most 
profitable Investment I have Just com© 
through the Suez canal and am now on 
& German steamer anchored In Port 
Tewfik. not far from It* ■outhem 
mouth. Our trip from the Mediter¬ 
ranean to the Gulf of Sues took Just 
eighteen hours, and It cost the ship a 
toil of $400 per hour. For the privilege 
of passing through Jt had to pay $7,000, 
and. In addition $2 for every man, 
woman and child on board. All the 
canal company did in this case was 
to reach out Its hand and take in the 
money. The ship had to furnish Its 
own ooal and steam Its way through, 
and this money was merely for the 
privilege of pass In g. 

But this ship is comparatively email. 
Its tonnage is only 5,000, and many of 
the vessels now going through are 
much larger. Nearly every day steam¬ 
ers pay $10,000 each for their passage, 
and tolls of $15,000 and $20,000 are not 
uncommon. When an army transport 
passes the men on board are charged 
$2 & head, and this adds enormously 
to the canal receipts. Indeed, a war 
which knocks down all other stocks 

sends that of the Suez canal sky high. 

• • • 

What the Suez Canal Pays. 


Frenchman, financed by French bank¬ 
ers and engineered by French brains, 
but the bulk of the profits go^to John 
Bull. When Ferdinand D© Lesseps pro¬ 
posed to build the canal the English 
sneered at the suggestion. When he got 
a concession from the khedlve, Said 
Pash*, they actually opposed Its con¬ 
struction and they did everything they 
could to clog th© work. The French re¬ 
ceived no help from any other nation, 
but nevertheless they went on. They 
began digging In 1859. and it twit Just 
about ten yearslaler that the waters of 
the Mediterranean were allowed to flow 
through Into the Red Sea. The canal 
waa opened In November, 1869, and In 
the following year about 500,000 tons 
of shipping went through 1L In less 
than five years this had Increased to 
more then 2,000,000 tons and the gross 
income to almost $5,000,000 per annum. 

The British then saw that It was a 
good thing and cast about to find some 
method of getting control. They suc¬ 
ceeded through Ismail Pasha, W'ho was 
then on the throne of Egypt. Old Is¬ 
mail was one of the most extravagant 
tyrants who have ever squeezed money 
out of an oppressed people. He had aid¬ 
ed the French In building the canal, 
and had spent something like $20,000.- 
000 on the ceremonies by which It was 
opened. He had borrowed money at 30 


and 40 per cent. Interest, and was head 
over heels In debt. In the allotment 
of shares 176,000 out of the 400,000 had 
gone to the Egyptian Government, and 
when the khedlve became hard up he 
concluded to put thorn on the market. 
The English Cabinet got wind of the 
matter and at the same time the 
French Minister at Cairo telegraphed 
Paris that unless ‘'France bought the 
Egyptian shares to-morrow they would 
be purchased by England." 

At that time parliament was not in 
session, but Lord Beacon afield and‘one 
or two others took the responsibility 
of making the trade. They borrowed 
$20,000,000 from the Ffothchllds, and be¬ 
fore the world outside had any Idea 
that the bargain was pending they had 
the whole of Ismail's stock in the Brit¬ 
ish treasury and John Bull had the 
control. He had not. It is true, 51 per 
cent, of the entire capital stock, but 
the other holdings were so scattered 
that the share he owned gave him the 
whip hand, and that he has held ever 
since. 

As it Is now. no large block of the 
common stock appears to be held by 
any individual, corporation or other 
government. Indeed, at a meeting of 
some years ago, the largest sharehold¬ 
er, outside of Great Britain, was a 
Frenchman, who had a little more than 
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1,500 shares. 

That $20,000,000 was one of the best 
Investments John Bull has ever made. 
At its present market value his stock 
Is worth $156,000,000. and it has gone 
hp more than $1,000,000 during the past 
year. He has already received from it 
more than $60,000,000 in dividends, and 
by his control of the canal has enor¬ 
mously Increased his power and pres¬ 
tige among the nations of the world. 
His money gain, however, Is not quite 
as great as that of the original stock¬ 
holders. They paid only about $100 per 
share, while he paid a little more than 
$113. If the Panama canal turns out 
anything like as well. Uncle 8am will

Panama Versus Suez. 

I know the Panama canal welL I 
visited it in 1898 when It was In the 
hands of the French, and 1 have spent 
several weeks there since the Ameri¬ 
cans have been In control. I have gone 
over it from end bo end with our engi¬ 
neers; have w'atched the new steam 
shovels gouging the earth out of the 
Culebra cut aood have traveled In a 
canoe down that part of it whldh Is 
to run through the bed of the Chagres 
river. I have also gone through the 
Suez canal at three different times and 
have made notes of Its construction. 

The two undertakings ore vitally 
different. The Suez canal Is little more 
than a great dltoh through the desert, 
and although is Just about twice as 
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long as tho* planned for Panama. U 
does not compare with the fatter In its 
mechanical difficulties. The ground 
here Is comparatively level. That of the 
Panama route is up hill and down; K 
goes right across the backbone of the 
Andes, and we shall have to take out of 
the eight or ten miles of the Culebra 
out as much earth and rock as Che 
Egyptians Hfted In their whole 100 
mites at Suez. The amount excavated 
here was 100,000,000 cubic yards, or 
Just about 100.000,000 tons of dead 
weight. While I was at Panama Mr. 
Wallace, who was then the chief en¬ 
gineer, told me that the reck taken out 
of Culebra would be 100,000.000 cubic 
yard* and. as I figured U than, it would 
Just equal a ditch three feet wide and 
three feck deep and long enough to go 
two t*mes around this 25.000-mile globe 
with 10,000 miles of ditch to spare. 

This grout ditch at Suez, however, 
was so made that the dirt and Band 
token out could be thrown on the 
banks and left there; that of the Cu¬ 
lebra curt has to be carried by cars 
some miles away, and the greatest part 
of the material Is rock rather than 
sand. It 4s so hard that most of it has 
to b p blasted out, and R requires heavy 
machinery to handle IL 
• • • 

Suez Dug By Hand. 


The Suez canal was excavated al¬ 
most by hand. Twenty thousand arvd 
more of the Egyptian fellahs were em¬ 
ployed upon It at a time, and they 
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If Panama should pay proportionate¬ 
ly with Suez the United States Gov¬ 
ernment will realize from It something 
like 14 per cent, every year <5Ut of it. 
The money actually invested in the 
canal of Suez was $100,000,000, and its 
receipts last year were over $22,000,000. 
After paying all of Its running expenses 
it has more than $14,000,000 left for divi¬ 
dends and other purposes, and Its stock 
Is now worth more on the market than 
that of the Standard Oil Company. 

Within the past year or so the rates 
of toll have been considerably reduced, 
but they are still $1.50 per ton on every 
ship which passe* through. The ton¬ 
nage now amounts to between 13,000,- 
000 and 14,000,000 per year, and it grows 
right along. It has almost doubled 
since 1890, and the ratio of Increase is 
such os estimated by T. P. Shonts, the 
former head of the Panama canal, that 
If It continues the receipts will be quad¬ 
rupled by the beginning of the next 
century. At that time It will be over 
40,000.000 tons, and for tonnage alone, 
not including the charges for passen¬ 
gers, It will then bring in the enormous 
amount of $75,000,000 per annum. 

Mr. Shonts thinks the Panama canal 
will be open to traffic In 1914, and that 
6,000,000 tons of shipping will pass 
through the first year. The rate will 
be higher than that now paid at Suez. 
It probably will be $2 per ton, and at 
that Panama will have for its first year 
a gross Income of $10,000,000, not count¬ 
ing the passenger tolls. 

Applying the same ratio of increase 
widen the Suez canal has developed 
since its beginning, the volume of the 
Panama canal at the close of the cen¬ 
tury will amount to more lhan 32,000,- 
000 tons, and, at the then reduced rote 
of 11.50 per ton, fts Income should be 
$48,000,000 per annum. Mr. Shonts has 
estimated that If we make the 6©a level 
canal It will cost $272,000,000, and that 
the lock canal can be built for about 
half that sum. With such dividend 
prospects In view the question of the 
Initial expense does not matter. 

The Suez canal Is now controlled by 
the British. It was originated by a 


scooped up much of the dirt In their 
hands and carried It away lti baskets. 
They were paid from ten to fifteen 
cents a day at the start, and boys un¬ 
der twelve got only five cents. After a 
time they were not paid at all. The 
khedlve agreed to furnish them, and 
they worked for the French under the 
lash. Just as the Hebrews did for the 
Egyptians in the days of Pharaoh, ag*« 
ago. 

Our steam shovels are estimated to 
be each equal to the work of 600 men. 
We hAve some which will lift five 
wagon loads of earth per minute, goug¬ 
ing It out of the hills and dropping It 
on to the cars. Wheh tho canal con¬ 
struction Is in full play we shall have 
100 such shovels in operation both night 
and day. They will be equal to a force 
of 60,000 men, and we shall be able to 
handle our excavation more cheaply 
than the French did that of Suez. This 
will be so, notwithstanding our nathe 
labor will be paid from ten to twenty 
and more times as much as the French 
paid the Egyptian* Such Americans 
as are working at Panama are get¬ 
ting more money than they can make 
In the United States, and the native 
carpenters, painters and masons are re¬ 
ceiving more per hour than the Egyp¬ 
tians received per day. 

With the present canal-dredging ma¬ 
chinery and steam shovels this work at 
Suez could probably he reproduced at 
one-half Its actual cost, and the actual 
cost was probably quadrupled through 


One would think that Egypt ought to 
receive a big revenue for the rlglrt of 
‘way through her country and the canal 
which her money and her people prac¬ 
tically built. By the original concession 
with Sold Pasha she was to receive 15 
per cent, of the net profits for the en¬ 
tire term of the concession, which was 
ninety-nine years. But after Ismail 
Pa*ha was deposed the Egyptian Gov¬ 
ernment. finding itself without money 
or credit, sold this claim on the profits 
to 'the credit fonder of France for a 
little more than $4,000,000. and the only 
Interest lit now has In the canal Is in 
the trade which the ships passing 
through bring to the country. Had 
EJgypt retained that 15 per cent. It 
would have received last year more 
than $ 2 , 000,000 out of the toll* and 
within a few years It could have re¬ 
couped Itself for all Ismail Pasha's ex¬ 
travagances. During the term of the 
concession it could easily have repaid 
Its dept to Turkey* and could have 
made itself the richest country of the 
world. As It Is. the canal, with all Its 
property* becomes the possession of 
Egypt In 1968, when the canal receipts 
at the present ratio of increase will be 
so enormous as to make this Vlttle 
country with its comparatively small 
population about the richest of all the 
w'orld. 

I spent all of Inst night on the Suez 
canal. It was the afternoon when our 
ship left Port Said, and as night fell 
we were In the heart the Libyan 
desert. The air wan clear, and the 
scenes were w*eird buts^eautlful. The 
stars of the tropics, brighter by far 
than our stars at home, made the heiv- 
ens resplendent, and a great round 
mopci of burning copper turn^l the 
famous watenvay Into a stream of mol¬ 
ten silver. We could look out over 
the silent desert as we plowed our way 


through and now and then a car*. < 
ran of long, ungainly camels, with 
their ghoct-Ilke riders bobbing up and 
down under the moon. Out own path¬ 
way was made brighter by the light of 
electricity. We had one blazing globe 
at our masthead, fed by a dynamo on 
deck.' and another at our prow. The 
latter threw Its rays this way and that 
across the yhnnuol j n front of the 
steamer. turning the waters to an opal¬ 
escent blue, reminding one of the Blue 
Grotto of Capri. We passed many ship*. 
In the distance they appeared only ae 
two blazing eyes shown by the reflect¬ 
ors which all vessels are required to 
keep lighted as they pass through. As 
the ships came nearer they rose ghost¬ 
like up from the water, tho masses of 
hulls and rigging with tho fiery eye* 
making one think of demon* about to 
attack him. 

The trip though the canal is slow. 
Tho ships are allowed to go only five 
or six miles an hour, und now and then, 
they have to tie up to posts which hav© 
been set In the banks of the canal to 
allow other steamers to pans. The?* 
posts arc to be seen everywhere along 
both sides of the waterway from Port 
Said to Suez. In most places they are 
about 100 feet apart, and are so ar¬ 
ranged that ships can be made station¬ 
ary as others go by. 

Parts of the banks are walled with 
atones to prevent the sand falling In 
and filling up the canal, but notwith¬ 
standing this, the dredges have to be 
kept at work all the year round. Not 
far from Port Said I saw great pumps 
operated by steam sucking the eand 
from the bottom of the channel and 
carrying It through pipes fax Vut over 
the desert. I am told that the process 
of cleaning and deepening the water¬ 
way la always godng on.

The Suez canal of 1907 Is fax differ¬ 
ent from that which was opened In 
1869. As originally planned. Che chan¬ 
nel was less than twenty-five feet deep, 
and so constructed that It could not 
have accommodated the shipping which 
goes through to-day. It is now” about 
thirty feet deep, and ther4 are Improve¬ 
ments under way to moke Its depth 
thirty-five feet. Since the beginning 
of last year ships with a draft of twen¬ 
ty-seven feet have been allowed to pass 
through, and the day will come when 
ships of thirty-three and thirty-four 
feet draft wifi be admitted. The canal 
has been widened so that Its average 
width at the surface is about 300 feet, 
ond the curves in It have been rounded 
off so ns to shorten the time of transit 
and enable ships to pass the more 
easily. Within the past year or so more 
than 22,000,000 tons of earth, mud and 
sand have been taken out of It, and the 
shipping facilities have been greatly 
improved, both at Pori Tewflk and at 
Port Suld. Here at the southern end of 
the canoJ they are now dredging out 
basins which are Intended to accom¬ 
modate the colliers and tank steamers 
carrying cool oil. and at Port Said the 
coaling arrangements have been so im¬ 
proved that the largest steamers can 
load thousands of tons of coal In a very 
few hours.

The foundations for the great steel 
atTuoiurea are built by means of cais¬ 
sons, In ivhlch the men can work under 
a great pressure of air. It is a very 
interesting sight to ivatch them, and 
the best of It Is that anyone may seo 
them at close rang© from an adjoining 
sidewalk. The caisson is a hollow steel 
cylinder, open, at the bottom and Just 
large enough to permit a man to work. 
The workman climbs down a ladder In 
this tube and digs away th© earth at 
the bottom. As the earth Is taken away 
the steel tube !a graduaJJy lowered. *1 he 
earth Is taken out by a bucket, which 
is lowered and raised by a tail derrick 
at one side. As the caisson sinks, air is 
pumped into th© compartment contain¬ 
ing the man. This Is to force back any 
water or dirt that might flU the hole 
from tho outside as fast as th© work¬ 
man removes it from within. The pres¬ 
sure of this air is often so great that a 
man can work but an hour or so at a 
time. At the top of tho caisson is a 
steel cylinder with an airtight door at 
either end which serves as a kind of 
vestibule to tho tube below. 

Y/hon one of the caisson workers 
starts to go to work he opens the door 
or lid at the top and climbs In, when 
the opening is one© more tightly closed. 
This door < 9 lid Is airtight. After the 
opening to the outer njr has be^n closed 
the workman opens the door at the bot¬ 
tom qf this 3teel compartment and lets 
in compressed air from th© caisson be¬ 
low. It takes a tew minutes to be¬ 
come u ecus ionic-d to breathing this at- 
mospn maK *h the 

head ring. As soon ns tho workman 
can do so, he climbs down into the fun¬ 
nel below, elosfng th© door of the steel 
ante—room as he does so. All this must 
be done In the dirk. If tho workman 
wishes to signal the outer world, he 
may do s-> by striking the steel sides of 
hii? narrow prison with his shovel. II© 
usually signals in this way when the 
bucket is to be raised or lowered.

[ANY years ago, while travel¬ 
ing in Italy, I met a good 
*>la Yankee housekeeper 
who came, as she hejaelf 
told me, from “way down East.” I 
think it wns on the Maine coast. 

What had ever moved 1 her to leave 
her comfortable homo and wandor 
in what sho called “furrin parts/* 

I could never determine. 

Sho was woefully homesick, and 
finding in me a fellow housekeeper 
of congenial tastes, she waxed con¬ 
fidential and gave me many details 
of her home life. 

“Say/* she broke out one day 
when we had been exchanging do¬ 
mestic views over a cup of tea in 
my private sitting room, “did you 
ever keep boarders?” 

I owned that this was a branch 
of industry in which I had had no 
experience. "Neither did I!” sho 
said with vigor. "I hev washed 
and I hev ironed, but that is one 
thing I jest won’t do! I won’t keep 
lpoarders!” . 

’ Perhaps one who has had no ex¬ 
perience in this Hue, and whose 
sentiments against it Are as strong 
as were those of roy old New Eng¬ 
land friend, is not in a position to 
speak authoritatively on how to 
keep a boarding house. 

And yet it is the looker-on who 
sees most of the game. 

If I have not kep. boarders I 
have nt least, for iny sins, been kept 
as n boarder, and have thus had op¬ 
portunity to form some pretty clear 
views on thu subject. 

SPOTLESS LINEN 

Let me preface them by saying 
that all my compassion goes out to 
the keeper of a boarding house. 

I don’t know a more thankless 
position, unless it may be that of a 
stepmother. 

As a rule she satisfies few, and if 
sho pleases one she fails to suit an¬ 
other. 

In new of all this, to my appre¬ 
hension, the only thing she can do 
is to go ahead and follow the lead¬ 
ings of her own judgment, deferring 
as far as she can to the preferences 
of her boarders, but not permitting 
herself to be made miserable by 
their complaints lack of praise. 

If I were asked what ure tho 
requisites for keeping a boarding 
house well I am pretty sure that 
nmong the first qualifications I 
would name cleanliness. 

Doubtless some persons think 
that would U. a matter of course, 
but 1 can assort confidently that it 
iB not takeu for granted in all es¬ 
tablishments where boarders are 
kept. 

A few of such I have known 
where the table linen was spotless 
ns it is in a well-kept private house, 
where the bed linen was changed 
twice a week; ./here the supply of 
clean towels was plentiful, where 
tho napkins , were fresh at least 
once daily, if not at every meal. 

PLENTY TO EAT 

But these places were such ex¬ 
ceptions to the common rule that 
they had long credit marks by their 
names in the memory of all who 
knew of them. 

Never shall I forgot the awc- 
Btruek tone in which a young friend 
of mine, in rec Lining tho advan¬ 
tages 4>f n boarding house nt a win¬ 
ter resort, added, as a crowning 
touch, “ana they give you fresh 
napkins at ^very meal!” 

Such cleanliness should. of 
course, extend through every de¬ 
partment of the house, and would 
mean well swept and well dusted 
rooms, neat maids, spotless chinu 
and glass, as wel* as fre^.i linen.

I do not say you must no|' econo¬ 
mize, but it should not be in the 
meat and vegetable and grocery 
bills. 

Economy should be practiced by 
carefulness in tho household, by 
watching small leaks! by purchas¬ 
ing carefully, by planning judi¬ 
ciously. 

All these are legitimate. What is 
not fair is to tnko the money of 
your boarders and then give them 
poor food or to have good food 
poorly cooked. 

You must L-ivo good servants and 
pay them well if you wish good ser¬ 
vice for your boarders. You must 
get good provisions, not cheap ar¬ 
ticles, if you wish to set a good 
table. 

Another thing I would encourage 
is sincerity, or rather lack of pre¬ 
tence. 

1 would nc. try to do what I 
could not accomplish, or put 60 
much time and effort into achiev¬ 
ing “style” that I would have no 
energy left to make the house or 
tho food really good. 

TOO MUCH STYLE 

I recollect very well what was 
said to me once by an old lady who 
had for years kept one of the most 
successful pensions in Florence, 
known and visited by a recurring 
succession of .Arr.of »3an and English 
tourists, to whom the obi lady was 
a friend as well as a hostess. 

As her health failed, her son took 
up tho work. His first step was to 
tear out the old furniture which 
gave the place its homelike look, to 
put in new uud expensive decora¬ 
tions and plenishings, and, ns ho 
said, “to bring tho place up to 
date.”

SERVE GRACEFULLY

but they do not, in vulgar phrase, 
“stick to the ribs” as docs good 
food. 

Have all the daintiness you cati 
achieve. 1 approve of that; but bo 
sure your ambition as a caterer is 
satisfied before* you transfer your 
ideals to furbelows. 

And by this I do not intend to 
suggest that you should allow your¬ 
self to be careless about how your 
meals aro served. / 

Tho time has g.?rie by when 
gcn+Jefolk trt offer the manner of 
laciory hands or farm luborers. 

Your food must not only be plen¬ 
tiful. but well aud gracefully 
served. 

You con no longer put nil the 
meats and tho vegetables on the 
table and let your guests help them¬ 
selves. with a pleasing indifference 
as to who comes out second or third 
best. 

Good service is required os well 
as good eating, and you must koep 


up with the times if you wish to 
make a success of your work. 

“But,” some one will say, “will 
not this swallow up nil my profits?” 

That this is not likely is proved 
by the fact that good boarding 
houses exist from oue end of the 
land to the other, and that the per¬ 
sons who keep them continue to 
do it 

They would not hold on to a 
money losing enterprise. 

That many do fail only goes to 
prove that women undertake the 
work who have no idea of how to 
conduct it. 

Every woman who knows some¬ 
thing of housekeeping seems to 
think she could keep boarders if 
other means of subsistence failed. 
I was talking with one such woman 
the other day, a fonrmn of a com¬ 
plaining turn of mind, an excellent 
housekeeper to a family of medium 
size who deferred to her prejudices, 
praised her successes and judicious¬ 
ly refrained from criticising any¬ 
thing. 

Her husband’s death, tho mar¬ 
riage of two sons and the engage¬ 
ment of a daughter made it desir¬ 
able that she should do something 
to eke out her income. 

“1 know I could keep boarders,” 
she said complacently. “If I do soy 
it, I a.n a first-class cook aud house¬ 
keeper. I am sure I could make a 


success of it, but 'toy children won’t 
hear of my trying it.” 

I kno^ the family well enough to 
have heard some of the outbursts 
of wounded feeling called forth by 
their failure to give adequate ap¬ 
proval to soma course of action, 
and in my mind’s eye I saw what 
would be the speaker’s state of mind 
should some brutal “mere” man re¬ 
fuse to like her Indian pudding, or 
rpmnrk that his steak was not cook¬ 
ed right, or that his coffee was too 
weak. 

Decidedly, women with “feelings” 
should not attempt to keep a board¬ 
ing house, any more than should 
women without gTeat strength of 
mind and body and large patience. 

But if they have all these and the 
other qualifications I have mention¬ 
ed, if they love housekeeping and 
have a pride and pleasure in cater¬ 
ing, they should be able to achieve 
success. 

I have no doubt that nmong our 
constituency there are some such 
women. I wish I could hear from 
them, ns well as from those who 
cherish theories as to how to keep a 
boarding house. 

The comparison of views would 
he interesting.

CORN FOR THE WINTER. 


Forty centg a dozen ears is a good 
price to pay for com for drying, but 
thnt Is what at least one woman in . 
paying for corn that she will put by*.**.- 
for the winter, pays the New York 
Times. She says the canned corn does, 
not compare with the dried. This is 
scalded either on the cob or after It 
U cut. It hi cut from the cob sooner 
or later, and then put on flat dishes 
in tho «un to <fry. For use in the win¬ 
ter It Is placed on the back of the range 
in enough water to cover It about three 
hours before It Is to be used. It will 
th- n be soft, and hhe proper-amount of 
cream or milk is added to It. It is made 
thoroughly hot, seasoned with butter 
and salt, and is recommended as the 
nexi thing to fresh green corn. This Is 
an old-time ^method of preparing It. 

HOW TO USE SPOOLS. . 


Never throw away empty cotton 
reels; they have a hundred uses. In 
most kitchens there Is a row of nails oq 
which aprons and dishcloths are hung, 
with the result that they are frequently 
torn and rust marked. This will be pre¬ 
vented if you force on each nail oue of 
your empty reels; nothing could make 
u more useful peg. 

A red will make an excellent stop to 
prevent the dvor from opening too far 
and banging the furniture. Cover tho 
reel with thick cloth, to prevent lie In¬ 
juring the varnish of the d*»or. and 
bcrew it firmly to the flooring in tlie 
position required.

I will soon outgrow it; but I am getting 
so I cannot bear to look at myself in 
the glass.** 

There is *o more foolish fallacy than 
this—for a woman of yeprs and ex¬ 
perience to attempt to comfort a child, 
save her own purse and salve her ma¬ 
ternal conscience by saying that a skin 
- disease is outgrown. 

Any sort of an eruption indicates 
disorder beneath the skin, and shoulij 
be regarded as a danger signal. Fur¬ 
thermore, aside from niltfe questions of 
health, the boy or girl who h8« an un¬ 
sightly eruption on the face and is neg¬ 
lected, generally develops Into a sloven 
In later years, careless as to personal 
appearance, dtess and manners, and 
who can blame him for sliding into a 
veritable slough of despond? 

Eruptions Indicate various internal 
ailments—Impoverished blood, indiges¬ 
tion and nrnl-assimllatkra of food, kid¬ 
ney disease and bad blood, in which 
some decided disease germ lurks. The 
child should first be taken to a physi¬ 
cian and the cause of the eruption as¬ 
certained, and properly, scientifically 
treated. It Is not within my province 
to set forth any regime of medicine in 
this column, but I would like to make 
some general suggestions for the diet. 
Anyone afflicted with a skin eruption 
should drink quantities of oool, not 
Iced, water, between meals. Start the 
day by drinking a big glassful before 
breakfast, and during the day—that is. 
between breakfast and lunch and lunch 
and dinner—drink at least eight glasses 
more. The last thing before retiring 
drink a glass of very h-ot water with 
unsweetened lemon Juice ih it. 

Eat quantities of oranges, three or 
flour a day if you can afford It. Avoid 
all pork, veal and rich pastries, and 
eat as much rare, lean beef as your 
purse will permit. Eat dry toasted 
bread or Zwelback instead of hot hfis- 


If you have pimples touch each pim¬ 
ple with a bit of the pimple lotion. If 
you have blackheads, apply the black¬ 
head lotion only. Leave these on until 
morning and on arising wash your face 
first with hot then with cold water, ki 
which a few drops of benzoin have bean 
poured. 

Once a week steam your face over a 
basin' of boiling water. Fill your deep 
basin with the water after It comes to 
a boil, bend over the basin and have 
some member of the family svrop a 
thick towel over your head and :f!v>ul- 
ders to prevent the escape of the st?a:n, 
which should open the pores of your 
skta. Pat the face do*, and thin with 
a comedone extractor remove any 
blackheads or press the yellow matter 
out of the pimples. Then massage the 
face with massage cream as follows; 

Pose water. 4 ounces; almond oil. 4 
ounces; spermaceti, 1 ounce; white 
wax, 1 ounce. The addition of 1 drachm 
of benzoin will insure the cream from 
becoming rancid, and It should be kept 
in small jars that can be tightly clo ei 
to exclude the air. 

Remove all the cream from the face, 
bathe with toilet water, powder very 
lightly with the best grade of rice pow¬ 
der—and your skin will feel delightfully 
cool and refreshed. 

This treatment must not be spasmod¬ 
ic. It will do no good to wash your 
face one night and go to bed the nsxt 
with the pores filled with grime. Per¬ 
severed In for six months, this treat¬ 
ment will give you a new akin—and 
more plea Burn In living.

O you believe in pies?*' asked 
xi piim-looking student of 
an up - to - date cooking 
teacher. 

responded the teacher prompt¬ 
ly. "for those who can digest them." 

And the philosophy of a plo diet lies 
in her answer. Pies will not hurt tho 
man or woman who has a perfect di¬ 
gestion and leads an active life, par¬ 
ticularly the active outdoor life. They 
are lead on the stomach of the man 
or woman who lives a sedentary life 
and 'who has never known what per¬ 
fect health is. And as there are many 
men and women, in cities and outside, 
who have good digestions, despite the 
prevalence of nervous prostration and 
predigested health foods, why not give 
them on occasional pie as a special 
treat? 

First as to pastry as the foundation. 
If you want good old-fasliionod crust 
with a slight aid to digestion added, 
try this recipe In which baking powder 
Is introduced: 

Three cups sifted fiour. half cup lard, 
one and one-half cups butter, half tea¬ 
spoon of baling powdtii, one cup cold 
water. Sift the baking powder into tho 
flour, cut the lard into the flour with 
a silver knife and mix it into a smooth 
paste with the water. Set away oil Ice 
for fifteen minutes. Press the milk and 
salt out of the butter with a clemi, cold, 
w’et towel, qnd flour It lightly. Now 
roll out your dough on a well-floured 
board, lay the butter on It, fold over 
and roll out until It is half an Inch 
thick. Turn It over, fold each end into 
tha middle, flour lightly and roll out 
again. Repeat this process at least 
three times, and the butter i/!l be 
worked into the flour without a touch 
of your warm hands. Heat makes 
pastry heavy. This pastry Is better if 
it remains on Ice for half a day or 
more before using.

G OOD news for mothers who must 
reduce economy to a science! 
This is to bo an apron season 
for young people, very young, 
and nveet slx.eem rs too. 

Every mother knows that the use 
of aprons for school and home wear 
reduces expenditures for frocks, and 
stretches the dress allowance for tho 
family most joyously. Not that aprons 
are being worn because they are sen¬ 
sible and economical, but because the 
mothers of tho very rich have set the 
styles by announcing that the demure, 
domest.cally Inc.lned maiden Is the 
very properest figure in the Juvenile 
world. And what the very rich an¬ 
nounce, the middle class confirm, and 
so aprons it will be. 

At first. Miss Ten-Year-Oid wllL feel 
her dignity somewhat impaired by the 
news that she Is to wear aprons to 
school daily, but if rebell on threatens, 
just take her for a walk past some 
fashionable school where young heir¬ 
esses to millions are acquiring learn¬ 
ing, or past some brownsione mansion 
where the youngsters of the family 
loll in the broad windows—and there 
she will see windows and window* of 
aprons. Also she will see them In the 
smartest shops, and you may be sure 
that smart shop3 are not showing 
aprons as mere window decorations. 

“But." says some busy mother who 
does her cwn work, "laundering white 
cambric aprons Is such a task." 

Well, who said that all the aprons 
were of white cambric? Personally, I 
have seen, in shops which specialize 
juvenile raiment, some perfectly stun¬ 
ning aprons which were not of will to 
cambric. They are in colors—and such 
colors! For instance, fine zephyrs and 
Scotch ginghams and chambreys In 
Dutch of Delft blue and white stripes; 
natural colored Holland and natural 
colored linen, pique and batiste figured 
with dots, rings fleur de Hs. cubes and 
other geometrical forms in fascinating 
blues, browns, scarlets, etc. Then there 
are new American-made gaiatea cloths 
for the hoydenish Uttle maiden, which 
wear and launder splendidly, though a 
trifle heavy on a dainty littlo girl. 

•p*5- 
one-half nutmeg grated, one pinch all¬ 
spice. one pint new milk.

Old-fashioned Custard Pie—One and 
one-half pints milk (fresh and un¬ 
skimmed is best), 4 eggs, 1 cup sugar, 
1 teaspoon extract of vanilla, one pinch 
of salt. Line the pie tin with a high 
rim pinched into shape with thumb and 
forefinger. Set on edge of oven and 
fill with the above mixture, scattering 
a bit of nutmeg over the top. Bake 
in a moderate oven twenty minutes. 

Chocolate Custard Pie—Make first 
the regulation custard pie according to 
the above recipe. When the pie is 
baked, spread over the top the follow¬ 
ing mixture and shtow* it to harden a 
few minutes In the oven. Serve cold. 
Chocolate Icing for pie—Melt a square 
block of chocolate In basin on the back 
of the stove, but do not add any water. 
When melted beat in one egg. a cou¬ 
ple tablespoons of pulverized sugar and 
a little vanilla. 

Cranberry Pie—Lino your pie tins 
with paste with crimped edges. Stew 
three cups of cranberries with cups 
sugar. Run through sieve or fine co¬ 
lander an 1 fill the lower crust moderate¬ 
ly full with the fruit mixture. Wet 
edges of pie crust and cover the top 
with narrow strips of pastry, forming 
diamond shaped opening*. Emh stfip 
js pinched to the rim of the pie to 
hold it firmly. Wash the top .with i 
egg beaten In a little ice cold water. 
Bake in a quick oven. The egg gives 
the top of the pie a brilliant glare. 
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Quite generally the 
aprons are trimmed with flat, white, 
washable braid or strong white em¬ 
broidery. the natural colored aprons are 
made without trimming or with natural 
colored embroidery, which, however, is 
not cheap. A very good thing to avoid 
is colored braid or colored embroidery 
of any sort. In using either of these 
you take grave chances on their run¬ 
ning into the goods. 

French percales at twenty-five cents 
a yard are nearly thirty-six inches in 
width and they wash finely. Poplin- 
©tte and lightweight pique make good 
plain aprons, and the new calicoes, 
which, alas, have risen to ten cents a 
yard, show some lovely, clean-looking 
patterns. 

For plain white, I have always found 
either a good quality of long cloth, 
barred muslin or lawn preferable to 
the ordinary cambric which is not easy 
to launder. It washes well, but has a 
trick of wrinkling in Ironing. A light¬ 
weight, sheer longcloth must b* used 
for this purpose and for the cross-bar 
muslin, select rather a heavy weight 
with a decided pattern. Do not waste

blue and white will give the child a trick of shrugging 
or hunching her shoulders in a fruitless 
effort to keep the apron In place. If 
you are afraid of shrinking, rinse out 
the material and iron before making It 
up. Or if you want it worn first m all 
Its pristine freshness, then make it 
loose, allowing for shrinkage, and fasten 
on the shoulders with pretty bar pins. 

Even the little checked, all-envelop¬ 
ing aprons for house wear can be made 
trig and attractive if they are well- 
fitied at the throat and wrists. For in¬ 
stance, here is a suggestion for a play- 
apron with loose front, and plain, half- 
fitted back. Note how much more ef¬ 
fective is the shirring at neck and 
wrist, than a plain band. For the sash, 
could be substituted a plain stitched 
band, finished with a button. In fact, I 
think tho average child prefers bands 
to sashes every time. Make tho all- 
over apron large and full In the arm's- 
eye, as that Is where the heaviest strain 
comes. For this design, in a size for a 
four-year-old, about two yards of ma¬ 
te: ial thirty-six inches wddo will be re¬ 
quired. ^ 

Another simple but effective little 


arm’s-eyo with embroidery, strong 
Torchon lace or frills of the material, 
but with well-stitched and properly 
fitted bands It is quite as effective and 
easier to iron. 

To turn this Into a dressier apron, 
finish the yoke band with deep ber¬ 
tha of embroidery or material. wUh In¬ 
sertions of embroidery. Such an ad¬ 
dition to a simple apron of white lawn 
or barred muslin will make It quite 
pretty enough for afternoon wear. For 
the plain apron. Intended for wear by 
a six-year-old, about L«ur yards of 27- 
inch material will be required. 

An apron which gives something the 
effect of the above pattern, but which 
is really made with box pleats to fit 
more snugly. Is shown In the next Il¬ 
lustration. This design Is fitted over 
the shoulders, and the effect of the 
yoke bands Is simulated by the use of 
embroidered trimming. It can be made 
with or without the frills of embroid¬ 
ery over the shoulder, and w.ll require 
about three yards of material for a 
child of eight years. 

The last apron showrn for girlies sug¬ 
gest^ the French dress with its short 
skirt effect anl bloused waist section. 
This design is particularly suited to 
tho awkward age, making a break in 
Vhe long, lank figure. Tho yoke bands 
form shoulder straps and may be of 
the sahio material as the other parts 
of the apron or embroidery may be 
substituted. This model can be worn 
by girls from four to twelve years of 
age, and pleases them all. 

Even their older sisters are going In 
for aprons this season, and some lovely 
little conceits are being turned out by 
tho girl who Is learning that to be do¬ 
mestic # is to charm—especially young 
men with moderate Incomes. 

A young daughter of a fairly weli- 
to-do family was showing me only tho 
other day some aprons which she has 
made to wear when helping her mother 
about the house. She had picked up 
a five-yard remnant of dotted Swiss 
of good quality as a bargain, and from 
this she had evolved three lovely Ut¬ 
tlo aprons to wear when dusting, set¬ 
ting table, sweeping the porch, etc. 
qrhe aprons are cut quite square, but 
set Into V-shJped bands, which 
give a trim, pointed effect at the waist¬ 
line. The bottom of the apron Is fin¬ 
ished with tucks and. a ruffle, but the 
sides are yhemmed. The sash ends are 
rather broad, ending in a point, out¬ 
lined with a narrow Xiffle. To ivear 
with this while dusting she has made 
a cunning mop cap of the Swiss, trim¬ 
med with lace, which she says does 
not look like the flat cap worn by a 
parlor maid, yet it protects her hair 
from dust. One apron she Intends to 
finish with lace, etching the ruffles and 
adding a tiny, lace-edged pocket for a 
bit of coquetry. Her kitchen aprons 
are more practical, following in lines 
the Kate Greeenaway aprons on this 
page, as designed by her younger sis¬ 
ter. The yoke band of this work apron 
is fitted snugly, but the arm-holes are 
large to allow of free movement. The 
skirt is very full and finished with a 
deep hem. These aprons are of natural 
colored linen and are most becoming 
to the brown-haired, brown-eyed girl. 
She has the sleeves of her morning 
gowm* plain and full, finished at the 
wrist with elastic, so that she can roll 
them up when needed, without the use 
of pins, ^ 

For tho slender girl who likes a 
dressy, trimmed apron to wear when 
she is setting the tea table or using 
the chafing dish, or doing light house¬ 
work in an afternoon frock. I am giv¬ 
ing to-day a rather fanciful design in 
figured lawn, with trimmings of inser¬ 
tion and a bertha effect over the 
sleeves. One and thr^e-fourths yards 
of material are required for the foun¬ 
dation of this apron and trimming may 
be bought as desired.

in the great Culebra cut, op the twenty 
odd miles of lowdands and In the bot¬ 
tom of the harbors only the ground 
has been cleared and the holes dug 
for the great flights of locks incident 
to the plp.n, so that it is merely a mat¬ 
ter of widening the foundations that 
is Involved ln the last proposition.

“That there is a striking corelatton be. 
tween the financial market and the auto¬ 
mobile Industry Is, of course, almost a 
truism." says Charlie L. Palms In an 
editorial artlclo in Harpers* Weekly. Con¬ 
tinuing Mr. Palms says: 

“Equally patent i« it, then, that the 
automobile Industry Is swayed and af¬ 
fected by conditions which obtain tn the 
money market, or which affect It. In 
other words, general conditions in money 
arc general in effect on the Industries 
which are forced to call frequently and 
extensively on money fur assistance. Nat- 1 
urally. then, the stringency of tne money 
market during the ps*t lew months has 
had the same proportional dampening In- 
Jluence on the uu«.omobliA tndusirv us u 
exerted upon manufacturing interests In 
general. 

"Unfortunately* perhaps, the right mar¬ 
ket conditions cajrte Just at a time when 
other conditions wero had, and the re¬ 
sult was a senseless wall regarding the 
future of me industry One of the most 
(Hjtcut influences upon the automobile In¬ 
dustry. at least. was tm unseasonable 
weather. Inis had the effect of holding 
buck a largo proportion of the output 
from the market. Thom* factories which 
uad other troubles in addition to this 
great drawback naturally showed the 
scar* in one way or another, so thnt !t 
become almost a current rumor that the 
industry was on the wane. 

“This, however, can be easily shown 
to be untrue, for there is nothing In the 
present status of the industry iliat la not 
healthy and natural. 

“Every concern which hus bc**a ham¬ 
pered In Us operations has been hamper¬ 
ed either by internal condition or by the 
general stringency which has not been 
confined to this one industry. The etetidv 
downfall of stocks has bad. of course, a 
consUJerablb effect tn the sale of cars. 

“it will be peen wl.^n the statistics for 
^h«* year are romptlud that the total 
output of car# exceeded that of tho pre¬ 
vious year, and that bud conditions been 
normal, the output would have been a 
great deal more than It was 

“When on* stops to consider that with. 
In four or five short years the United 
States ha* literally jumped from the posi¬ 
tion of outsider to leadership in the auto, 
mobile industry, it can be mote fully rcal- 
xed how senseless is the statement that 
ha industry ltseli is In danger of losing 
ts prestige. In 1902 the United State*

P ROVIDED Gunnor M »lr, the Brit¬ 
ish heavyweight champion, fight* 
as he looks, there Is trouble In 
store for Tommy Burns when he 
hooks up with the gunner In the Na¬ 
tional Sporting Club, London, the latter 
part of November. Molr certainly Is a 
rough-and-ready sort of person. Hr has 
the bull neck characteristic of the ern 
lUent llguree of tho prixe ring, and he 
also has the broad shoulders and the deep 
chest, not to forget the big, muscular 
arms. Molr’s arms, however, are yhort, 
and he will not nave any advantage over 
Bums In the matter of reach, although 
he will tower above the American cham¬ 
pion mrce Inches, Burns being live net 
seven Inches tall and Mo.r live feet ten 
Inches. 

In the matter of weight, Moir wl.l hav 0 
the advantage by tnlriy-rtve pounds, as 
the Briton weights JiQ pounds in condition, 
to 175 by Burns. Bui Moir has one thin- 
that Burns doeo not possess, and that i 
some fine tattooing on his breast am 
arms, which was done wnlle he was u 
I gunner In the British navy. The broau 
breast of the gunner bears a tattooed 
j portrait of Queen Victoria, and he doubt- 
less would make a great struggle before 
he would permit the one-time ruler of 
Great Britain to go to the ring floor in 
defeat. Tom dharkey has a snip tattooed 
on his breast, and the craft has been en¬ 
gulfed several ‘times In tne waves of de¬ 
feat. 

Moir has been in the ring several years 
but never has accomplished anything to 
indicate ho Is possessed of championship 
calibre. He won his present title by de¬ 
feating Jack Palmer, who later came to 
this country and was disposed of by Jack 
Twin Sullivan In nine rounds and maJe 
to look like a novice. Barring accident or 
foul, it seems that Burns should win over 
Moir In a hurry, perhaps not «o quickly 
as he did over Bill Squires, but long 
before the end of the twentieth round. 

Surprise has been expressed in some 
quarters that Burns should go over to 
England and tight for a comparatively 
small purs-? when he could get much more 
money In this country- The explanation 
is easy. Burns is a ghrewd fellow who 
looks ahead. He is ambitious and longs 
for the title of heavyweight champion of 
| the world. With Jeffries out of the ring. 
Burns knew that he could pot gather In a 
world's title from tho Lxrs Angeles farmer. 

| Indeed. Tommy doubtless reasoned that 
| he might have great difficulty In getting 
l anything from Jeff If the Californian 
i were In the ring. Burns rightfully claims 
the heavyweight championship or America 
and by beating Squires, the champion of 
Australia, annexed two-thirds of the title 
he seeks. The other third is In England 
and that is why Burns is going across the 
pond to meet Gunner Moir. If Burns 
I heats Moir, the American, with the title 
of world's champion, can return and get 
I bigger purses than ever. In addition he 
i may wun fi.ooo a week In the music halls 

i n I/ondon for an unllmdted period, whn h 
lunner Moir hua been doing for months. 

I It is true that the purse offered by A. 

| F. Bettinson, manager of the National 
j Sporting Club of London, does not com- 
| pare with the purses to be obtained In 
this country, but as the club house seats 
j less than 1,000 persons. It can be seen 
; that large purses cannot he hung up. One 
| misguided critic says that $1,500 is the 
largest purse offered in England to any 
fighters, which, of course, is an error. 

I The largest purse ever offered by the 
club was flO.OOO to Jackson and Slavln, 

| and the purse of lo.fiOO to Bums and Moir 
is the next best. As Burns gets $1,000 ex- 
1 penses, it can be seen that the club is 
i not niggardly. 

There also is to be a $2,600 aide bet, and 
I If Burns wins the battle he should come 
1 home with a fat wallet. Burns and any 
other Americans at the r.ngsldo will be 
able to make a lot of money If the Amerl 
can wins, for the Englishmen are sweet 
on Moir'H chances and will offer odds 
that he beats Burns. 

The Britons won handsomely when Joe 
Bowker defeated Frank Nell and they 
are confident they will win in the Burns- 
Molr bout. Moir fights on ancient lines, 
which do not deviate from the tactics of 
Jem Mace, the best heavyweight England 
ever produced. Straight leads and coun¬ 
ter*. very little footwork and no swings 
or hooks la the way the Gunner hopes 
to win. It does not appear that such 
methods can prevail against tho rushing, 
slam-bung work of Burns.
